-:«•   REPORx  OF  THE  SPRING  MEETING   * 

"he  New  En3land  Chapter  placed  the  emphasis  on  NEW  for_its  sprina 
meetina  held  April  ?.3»  ISS^*  at  Brandeis  University.   :he  proaram* 
billed  "What's  New  in  Music  Libraries*"  aptly  tooK  place  in  the 
new; y-compieted  library  facilities  of  the  Winston  Creative  Arts  Center* 
"arber  Library.   Welcomina  remarks  were  made  by  Vivian  Rosenbera*  NEMLA 
Vi ce— Chairperson »  who  deserves  credit  for  planning  a  most  fascinatina 
proaram*  bv  the  day's  host*  Robert  Evensen*  Creative  Arts  Librarian  at 
Brandeis*  and  bv    the  University's  Director  of  Library  Services*  Bessie 
K.  Hahn. 

The    openina  session  covering  "What's  New  in  Music  Reference*"  was 
conducted  by  Amy  Breitina*  Computer  Search  Librarian  at  Northeastern 
University*  and  focused  upon  the  basics  of  online  searching  for  music 
topics.   Ms.  Breitina  commented  first  on  the  reasons  that  online 
searching  is  becoming  significant  for  many  fields*  including  the  facts 
that  1)  data  bases  are  comprehensive  and  up  to  date*  2)  average  search 
time  is  fast  (about  10  minutes)*  3)  search  strategy  allows  for 
flexibility*  and  4)  online  searching  is  convenient  (all  that  is  needed 
is  a  terminal*  phone*  and  password).   MaJor  vendors  currently  offering* 
or  planning  to  offer*  online  services  are  BRS  (Bibliographic  Retrieval 
Services)  located  in  Laconia*  NY*  SDC  (Systems  Dynamic  Corporation)  and 
DIALOG*  both  located  in  California*  and  WILSONLINE  (a  new  data  base  of 
H.W.  Wilson  indexes  to  be  available  this  year).   Other  publishers 
becomina  producers  of  their  own  data  bases  include  ISI  (Institute  of 
Scientific  Information)  and  Peraamon.   Types  of  data  base  services 
available  are  now  expanding  beyond  the  tLiiliasEaEtiic.  data  bases  of 
Journal  contents  available  for  the  past  10  years*  and  include:  numeric 
data  bases  (such  as  the  family  of  Predicasts  data  bases  that  have 
included  business  statistics  and  time  series)*  £ul4—iflici  services 
covering  single  journals  IiRe  UaEuaEd_Bus.iness_Seuiew*  cnmb.inaiio.Q 
types  (such  as  bibliographic/numeric)*  director.*  data  bases  (e.g.* 
-nczn±aEBii±a-.Q£-&s,s,nciaL.±anz )  *  and  (soon  to  come)  araahics  data  bases 
useful  for  such  thinas  as  trademarks*  chemical  compounds*  and  medical 
textbooK  illustrations.   Newer  services  designed  for  home  personal 
computers  include  DIALOG'S  Knowledge  Index  and  BRS  After  Dark. 

Breitina  next  turned  to  the  "hows"  of  searching.   She  stressed  the  need 
for  discussing  the  topic  with  the  patron  to  carefully  define  what  is 
needed*  the  necessity  of  truncating  words  searched  as  much  as  possible* 
the  importance  of  searching  bv    more  specific  terms*  and  the  advantage 
of  utilizing  Boolean  logic  operators  (ana's*  or's*  not's)  which  allows 
If or  searching  br    combinations  of  Keywords  and  results  in  a  more 
appropriately  narrowed  search.   Also  touched  on  were  the  relationships 
'between  online  services  and  their  affiliated  printed  indexes.   i  h  e  s  e 
relationships  seem  to  be  changing.   Although  most  data  bases  correspond 
to  a  printed  index*  some  online  services  may  actually  include  more  than 
the  corresponding  printed  indexes  (e.g.*  Esi:chaiQ3icai_Aiisiracis  now 
only  includes  booKs  and  dissertations  in  the  online  service*  not  in  the 
printed  index  )  . 


Online  services  which  spec  if i cai I y    emphasize  music  were  mentioned:   1) 
Kateciais_o£-Susic  r  correspondina  to  Materials  of  Music  Index*  offered 
oniy  dv  the  procucer  (University  of  Georgia  Office  of  Instructional 
Development)*  and  covering  Journal  articles  from  1965  to  the  present? 
2)  SiliiQacil_iQ£aEaaiiQa_iil£luacii*  correspondina  to  Billboard  l^aaaznie 
charts  anc  covering  1331  to  date*  3)  AEl£_ana_Humaa.i,l±as._C±:La£±Ga_lnjciaa 
(1377-to  cate)*  to  be  resumed  when  131  again  goes  online*  and  £>  BTI  M 
&as£cacls  available  through  DIALOG. 

^s  .  Breitina  concluded  her  talk  with  a  discussion  of  demonstration 
searches  she  had  earlier  conducted  at  Northeastern  through  use  of 
DIALINDEX*  an  "empty  file"  which  allows  one  to  individually  select  the 
data  base(s)  to  be  searched.   Through  DIALINDEX  Ms.  Breiting  first 
searched  the  term  "music"  in  about  9  large  data  bases.   This  search 
yielded  about  23*000  total  citations  for  this  term  alone.   Another 
search  under  the  term  "music"  in  a  DIALOG  grouping  of  computer  science 
data  bases  also  gave  hundreds  of  citations.   Ms.  Breiting  then  tried  a 
much  more  specific  search  through  the  BIOSIS  data  base  for  information 
on  comparisons  of  bird('s)  sona(s)  to  (humpback)  whale('s)  song(s).  One 
hundred  eighty-six  citations  were  found  on  bird  song  alone*  and  only 
two  were  found  on  any  Kind  of  whale  song.   No  citations  were  found  when 
the  two  terms  were  combined  and  searched. 

The  session  concluded  with  comments  on  how  important  it  is  to  be 
familiar  with  each  data  base  and  how  best  to  search  it  (by  title 
Keywords*  abstract  terms*  subject  headings  contained  in  the  thesaurus 
and/or  assigned  by  the  author*  etc.).   A  brief  one-page  bibliography 
compiled  by  the  speaker  was  also  distributed. 

The  business  meeting*  conducted  by  Chapter  Chairman  Frank  Gramenz* 
followed  with  both  Chapter  and  National  MLA  news  reports.  Newl . 
Chapter  officers  were  announced  by  Kenneth  Pristash*  Chairman  of  the 
Niominating  Committee:   Linda  So  low  (MIT)  was  elected 
Oice-Chairperson/Chairperson-Elec  t  *  and  Sally  Evans  (Amherst  College) 
will  become  Member-At-Larae .   After  a  brief  report  on  the  state  of  the 
treasury  by  Tish  Brennan*  Secretary-Treasurer*  the  following  Chapter 
Committee  Chairpeople  gave  progress  reports:   Ken  Maracek 
(.Publications)*  Kathleen  Brown  (Goals  and  Objectives  for  Continuing 
education)*  Ivy  Anderson  (Planning  and  Objectives  for  the  Chapter 
Newsletter)*  Diane  Ota  (Communications/Liaison)*  and  Sally  Evans  (73 
rpm).  yarv    Wallace  Davidson  offered  a  report  on  recent  news  from  MLA* 
distributed  new  brochures  on  MLA  and  music  I i brariansh i p *  and  announced 
mcw  committee  appointments  of  interest.   Michael  Ochs  presented  Mary 
with  a  few  words  and  memorabilia  of  farewell  from  all  her  Chapter 
colleagues.   t-rank  Gramenz  ended  the  business  portion  of  the  meeting  bv 
present ing_Vivian  Rosenberg*  who  is  moving  up  as  Chairwoman  of  the 
Chapter.   Tours  of  the  beautiful  new  music  library  facility  were 
con  cue  ted*  and  the  group  had  lunch  at  the  Faculty  Club. 

The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  two  sessions  answering  "What's  New  in 
Recordings?"   cirst*  a  quick-moving  address  was  delivered  by  Dennis 
Miller*  Associate  Professor  of  Music  at  Northeastern  University.   Much 
information  was  given  on  the  historical  development*  distribution 
patterns*  and  business  aspects  of  the  recording  industry.   Mr.  Miller 
began  by  describing  the  birth  of  the  recording  industry  with  the 
inventions  of  Thomas  Edison  and  Emile  Berliner  in  1377.   Although  both 
Edison's  cylinder  and  Berliner's  disc  formats  coexisted  for  quite  some 
time*  the  disc  eventually  became  the  dominant  commercial  type  by  the 
turn  of  the  century.   The  two  prominent  American  forces  in  the 
newly-formed  industry  at  this  time  were  the  Victor  Talking  Machine 
Company*  characterized  by  its  exclusive  contracts  with  world-famous 
opera  stars*  and  the  Columbia  Phonograph  Co.*  Victor's  worried 
competitor.   Also  established  at  this  time  was  Ode on*  the  first 
European  recording  company*  which  stressed  orchestral  works  in  its 
repertoire.   Miller  outlined  the  industry's  ups  and  downs  from  these 
beginnings  to  the  present  day.   MaJor  expansion  of  the  industry 
occurred  in  the  1920's  with  the  introduction  of  Jazz  and  blues  to  the 
recorded  repertoire  and  the  development  in  1324  of  electronic  recording 
equipment  by  Bell  Labs.   Although  the  emergence  of  the  radio  industry 
led  to  a  large  decline  in  record  sales  during  Depression  years*  radio 
was  later  advantageously  used  by  the  record  companies  to  promote  their 
products.   Large  monopolies  were  formed  in  the  '30s  and  '^Os  beginning 
b**™  tag  merger  of  the  RCA  Radio  Network  with  Victor  Recordings  in 
_3^3.  _  Another  major  trend  began  in  the  '30s  when  music  publishers 
estaoiishec  performing  rights  organizations  and  royalty  systems*  thus 
exercising  great  influence  on  both  record  and  radio  media.   By  the  end 
oh  the  '40s  an  all-time  high  in  sales  figures  was  reached  by  the 
mtrocuotion  of  LP's*  ^5  rpm  singles*  and  magnetic  tape  to  the 
marketplace.   Growth  occurred  again  curing  the  late  '40s  and  early  '50s 
cue  to  marketing  innovations  such  as  the  establishment  of  independent 
distributors  (  "  one-stops " )  and  the  addition  of  the  teenage  market. 
Consolidation  once  more  became  prominent  as  major  labels  (RCA*  CBS* 


earner  Brothers)  bought  up  smaller  labels  anc  chain  radio  stations 
similarly  bouaht  small  specialty  stations.   -he  period  o*-'  greatest 
growth,  which  peaKec  in  1373,  was  due  in  large  part  to  the  popularity 
of  the  Beatles.   Recent  years  (1373-1333)  have  shown  an  unexpected 
decline  of  the  industry  with  the  most  current  upturn  in  the  pop  marKet 
made  possible  by  Michael  JacKson. 

Havina  reviewed  the  vicissitudes  of  the  industry,  filler  then  turned  to 
a  more  detailed  discussion  of  the  classical  component.   He  discussed 
the  "Majors,"  which  most  importantly  own  and  control  their  own 
distribution f  and  the  " Independents f "  small  specialty  companies  most  of 
which  rely  on  outsiders  for  distribution  (exception:  CRT).   Also 
explained  were  the  processes  involved  in  recording  production  (leadina 


patterns  of  American  recordings  were  also  briefly  related 


filler's  final  comments  concerning  the  impact  of-  compact  discs  on  the 
industry  (a  short-term  set-bacK  with  the  re-recordina  of  old  standards 
such  as  Ravel's  Balaca)  led  nicely  into  the  topic  of  the  final 
afternoon  sessionr  a  lecture/demonstration  of  compact  di3ital  equipment 
and  recordinas  conducted  by  WCRB-FM  engineers  David  Maxson  and  MarK 
0,|iiKas.   Through  means  of  slides  and  transparencies  ,  Maxson  discussed 
the  introduction  of  the  compact  disc  to  the  American  marKet f  the 
technologies  and  development  of  machine  and  disc  standards  (by  Sony  and 
°hiiips  respective!/))  and  current  pricina  and  availability.   He 
affirmatively  answered  the  question  "Why  diaital?"  by  comparing  various 
specifications  of  digital  discs,  tape  and  records,  while  not  ignoring 
the  problems  associated  with  digital.   Information  on  how  the  digital 
process  wors's  was  next  given,  including  specifics  about  the  disc,  its 
"specs"  and  the  three  types  of  players  (top  loading,  drawer  type,  and 
the  Technics  automatic  type  loader).   Most  effective  of  the  three  t,pes 
appears  to  oe  the  crawer  type  used  by  Sony. 

The  final  demonstration  of  various  compact  discs  included  portions  of 
aisfl_SH£acn_Za:caiiau£ira,  a  Kreisier  worK  played  b  v    Yo  Yo  Ma,  and  Siia 
af._3Eri.ng.   Of  note  was  the  demonstration  of  how  various  compact  disc 
players  respond  to  "dropouts"  (loss  of  sound  due  to  any  number  of 
imperfections  on  the  disc  itself). 

As  is  the  tradition,  the  program  concluded  with  a  sherry  hour  and  time 
for  people  to  enJoy  "talK'ing  shop."

-:t   NEW  EMGLANDERS  LAND  AT  DUBLIN   * 

A  small  contingent,  including  Kathryn  Burnett,  Pamela  Juenaling,  Joseph 
Scott  and  Dawn  ihistie,  represented  the  New  England  area  at  the  first 
Joint  meeting  of  the  Music  OCLC  Users  Group  and  On-Line  Audiovisual 
Cataiosers  in  DublinF  OhioF  April  30 — May  1.   Although  registration 
numbered  over  130  peopie,  the  meeting  was  heavily  dominated  by 
^id-Western  participants,  who  tooK  advantage  of  its  central  location. 

"he  one  and  a  half  day  event  offered  a  choice  of  workshops  ranging  from 

sessions  in  practical  problem  sharing  to  demonstrations  of  OCLC 

subsystems.  Also  available  was  a  grand  tour  of  OCLC  during  which  one 

encountered  the  mighty  computer  face  to  face. 


"he  business  meeting,  conducted  by  out-aoin's  chairman  Richard 
Smiraglia,  yielded  some  rather  crucial  information  for  all  QCLC 
memaers.   O4-"  most,  importance ,  QCLC  has  received  PARC  test  tapes  with 
music  but  a  sreat  deal  of  work  has  yet  to  be  done  before  the=a  tapes 
can  be  loaded.   QCLC  officials  warned  that  there_is  no  guarantee  that 
these  tapes  will  be  loaded  in  the  near  future.   :hey  urged  libraries  to 
write  to  QCLC  and  to  their  networks  stressing  the  need  for  immediate 
loading  of  MARC  music  tapes.   Apparently  OCLC  has  many  projects 
demanding  limited  staff  time  and  it  establishes  many  priorities 
according  to  public  demand.   A  similar  situation  exists,  unfortunately* 
in  regard  to  maintaining  access  to  the  LC  Name  Authority  File.   Since 
OCLC  has  received  only  a  handful  of  letters  of  complaint  about  the 
256-record  retrieval  limit,  worK  on  that  problem  has  not  been  assigned 
high  priority.   (Editor's  Note!   we  have  been  advised  that  letters 
should  be  sent  to  the  following  people.'   at  QCLC:   Tom  Sanville, 
Director*  Marketing  and  Users  Services  Division,  QCLC,  Inc.,  G5G5 
~rant2  Road,  Dublin,  Ohio  43017-0702?   and,  at  NELINETI   Laima  MocKus, 
Director,  NELINET,  Inc.,  3S5  Elliot  Street,  Newton,  MA  021S4.) 

Another  item  discussed  during  the  business  session  concerned  the  scope 
of  upcoming  MOUG  meetings.   Several  members  pleaded  for  greatly 
expanded  programming  to  cover  needs  of  OCLC  users  beyond  cataloging 
matters.   Participants  suggested  topics  relating  to  ILL,  acquisitions 
and  re  con.

We're  asKins  you  to  report 
your  equipment  in  the  following  format!   on  one  3x5  card  per  model, 
please  give   1)  type  of  equipment  (e.g.  turntable,  headphones, 
receiver)?   2)  manufacturer  and  model  number?   3)  brief  library  name. 
Optionally,  you  may  include  the  date  you  acquired  the  equipment  and 
the  price  you  paid.   Please  give  the  full  library  name,  address,  and 
telephone  number  on  a  separate  card. 

To, keep  our  files  up  to  date,  we  ask  you  to  continue  to  send 
information  as  you  purchase  new  equipment.   A  copy  of  this  sheet  Kept 
in  or  near  your  equipment  log  should  help  you  remember.   There's  no 
need  to  inform  us  as  you  retire  old  equipment,  though.
